72 New Stamps --- Not To Be Issued 







plete if our good Post- 
master General Wal- 
ter Brown would issue 
all of the 72 new 
stamps that have been 
asked for in the past year and 
place them in our stocking for 
Christmas. 

If the enthusiasts behind all of 
these applications for new stamps 
want action they should get into 
the air mail cover game and use 
cachets. It is of interest to note 
the variety of events, worthy, un- 
worthy, great or near great that 
are listed as excuses for the pro- 
duction of a special postage stamp. 

Quoting from a statement of the 
Postoffice Department as printed in 
a recent issue of the United States 
Daily should be of interest to col- 
lectors in showing them just what 
they have escaped. 

“Postmaster General Brown has 
before him for consideration no 
less than 72 requests for the issu- 
ance of commemorative stamps by 
the Post Office Department. Such 
requests were received from Jan. 
1, 1928, to Dec. 1, 1929. None of 
the 72 has been approved, how- 
ever. Nine commemorative stamps 
have been issued by the Depart- 
ment since May 26, 1928, each one 
representing some _ outstanding 
event in connection with the de- 
velopment and history of the Na- 
tion. 


Columbian Stamps Series 


The first commemorative stamps 
were issued on Jan. 2, 1893. They 
were known as the Columbian se- 
ries, in honor of the four-hun- 
dredth anniversary of the discov- 
ery of America. This exhibition, 
which was held at Chicago, was 
postponed a year because of the 
inability to complete the exhibits 
in 1892. Since the first issue of 
commemorative stamps the De- 
partment has placed in circulation 
but 26 such stamps in addition to 
three memorial stamps. 

“The established policy of the 
Department, which is based upon 
administrative limitations,” Post- 
master General Brown pointed out, 
“has been to restrict’ special

Parker Haydon, Berkley, Calif., 
writes; “Dr. Davis and others 
favoring buro print listing by cit- 
ies and states are right in my 
opinion. I prefer the present (cat- 
alog) arrangement. Eighty or 
ninety cities arranged by cities 
might have been all right, but 
200 or more cities make the state 
and city arrangement a necessity. 
Buros have a future and their 
study by state arrangement and, 
possibly, by major subdivisions of 
the U. S. must come. So a more 
logical change, if any further 
must be made, would be to group 


the larger subdivisions together, 
that is, the Pacific Coast states, 
the Southern states, etc. Your 


suggestion, Mr. Lampson, is a 
good one—if reversed. That is, 
have a list alphabetically by cities 
in the back of the catalog for ref- 
erence.”

And 
now a careful study of the situa- 
tion would show the following as 
the logical complete list: 

THE WIDE SPACING: 

Perf. 10,—(all)—1, 1%, 2, 3, 4, 
5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10c. 


Perf. 11x10144.—1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8, 9, 10c (all varieties listed by 
Mitchell.) 


THE NARROW SPACING: 


Perf. 10—1%, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
10c, (exactly the same denomina- 
tions as the complete list of Perf. 
11x10% extant.) 


Perf. 11x1042—1%, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8, 9, 10c, (all varieties extant.) 


The above would indicate that 
there were no late printings of 1c 
and 2c Perf. 10, for the Narrow 
spacing was used only in the later 
printings, and these two denomi- 
nations do not occurr at all, in 
either Perf. 10 or Perf. 11x10%. 

Mr. Briggs writes, “It seems as 
though some of the Minnesota 
specialists could account for them.” 
Your editor believes that he pretty 
well accounted for them in Linn’s 
for Nov. 16th and 23rd. But we 
would appreciate confirmation of 
our theories, and will be glad to get 
facts and real informative data 


from Minnesota, or elsewhere.

APPROVAL OF COIL PAIR 
RATES 





Hugh M. Southgate, Buroprint 
Editor of Mekeel’s, writes us: “I 
was much interested in reading 
your remarks about Bureau Print 
pricing in the latest catalogue.” 
Your remarks in Linn’s for Nov. 
9th are in order, I am sure, regard- 
ing the price of coil strips showing 
line, gap and “collision” pairs or 
strips. 

“As I have been collecting in 
‘strips of four for some time in or- 
der to get all varieties in one strip 
(although I am not _ particular 
about the collision), I appreciate 
that these varieties while normally 
rarer than the plain pairs are real- 
ly if anything commoner than plain 
pairs or strips. Apparently when 
a coil is broken up, the line and gap 
varieties are saved as such and the 
rest torn out as singles. So there 
are plenty to meet the demand. Of 
course, it is a horse of another col- 
er, when you come to price the ob- 
solete varieties which can only be 
found from used stock and in such 
eases I can understand anyone 
desirous of completing in line and 
gap pairs or strips paying what the 
Hoover catalog suggests.

The second edition in March, 1927, 
had a catalogue value of $26.75, 
a little decrease. The Third Edi- 
tion of April, 1928, showed a value 
of $110.75. About a 400 per cent 
increase. The Fourth Edition 
showed the largest increase, not in 
percentage but in value. It showed 
a catalogue value of $240.30. The 
Fifth Edition gave $289.00, which 
came out in July, 1929. What has 
the 1930 or Sixth Edition in store 
for us? What will these experi- 
mentals be worth ten or twenty 
years from now? The questions 
are worth thinking about.

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STAMP LOTTO 





Lotto is a game that the Editor 
remembers trom his childhood 
days. Many years ago, Santa 
Claus left a Lotto game at our 
house, a set of cards printed m 
alternate green and white squares 
with numbers on some of the 
squares, a little box of square 
pieces of glass to cover the num- 
bers with and a duplicate set of 
cards with numbers corresponding 
to the numbered squares. You 
shook the duplicates up in a hat 
and pulled them out one by one 
and the first player finding a com- 
plete row of numbers as called on 
the card that he held was the win- 
ner. It was a droll game in those 
days but now—we eagerly pay two 
bits for one of the cards at a Clam 
bake or other jamboree, the num- 
bers are shook up in a big wooden 
contraption called a “goose.” Each 
number is on a little wooden ball 
and the lucky winner sometimes 
gets a pot of several dollars. That 
is Keno, 

Therefore, we wonder what the 
Dayton Philatelic Society was 
playing at their meeting of De- 
cember 9th. Mr. Bishop, their 
new president, called it Stamp Lot- 
to. Possibly stamps were given 
as prizes to the winners. 

A real Stamp Lotto or Keno 
game can easily be made and 
should prove good entertainment 
for any stamp club. 

Take a quantity of white cards 
4 inches high by 7 inches long. 
Rule these in inch square spaces 
and then place postage stamps 
that are duplicates of the original 
hundred that you will lay aside 
for those to be drawn from a box 
or hat. In placing the postage 
stamps on the cards place only 
five stamps in each horizontal row, 
skipping two spaces or leaving 
two spaces blank in each row. 
Make the cards all up in different 
combinations of skipped spaces if 
possible. Use only one stamp of 
a kind or country on each card. 

Then you are ready to play 
Stamp Lotto with a real stamp 
lotto game. The original 100 du- 
plicates are placed in a box or hat 
and drawn from the hat one at 
a time and the name of the coun- 
try or the stamp described. Those 
who have this stamp on their card 
will cover it with a small piece of 
colored card. So soon as one play- 
er has five stamps in a horizontal 
row covered with paper he yells 
lotto or “catalog” or some other 
word that is desired to be used. 
This player is therefore winner. 

A nice way to play the game at 
a stamp club meeting would be to 
have each player pay a stamp cat- 
alogued at 5c or 10 cents to enter 
the game, the winner in each in- 
stance gets all of the stamps in 


the packet that is thus made up.

PRECANCELED POSTAL 
CARDS

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MASSACHUSETTS BAY STAMP 





There seems to be little doubt 
put that the Postoffice Department 
will grant the request for the 
Massachusetts Bay Tercentenary 
stamp to be issued in 1930. The 
occasion is one of such outstanding 
importance both from a historical 
as well as from a general public 
interest that it would seem that 
it is one of the most deserving oc- 
easions that has been before the 
Department for some time. 

Present indications are that 
there will be issued but a single 
denomination, a 2 cent stamp of 
the size of the current issue. 

At the same time however there 
is a movement on foot for the coin- 
age of a half million special 50c 
pieces for commemoration of this 
great occasion. Stamp collectors 
can be thankful that the issue of 
a stamp is not handled like the is- 
sue of a special coin. In issuing 
special coins it is customary that 
the mint prepare the coins as in 
this occasion where it is proposed 
to mint a half million 50c pieces 
which will have a face value of 
$250,000. The Tercentenary Com- 
mission will pay the Government 
face value for these coins and will 
then dispose of them at $1.00 each, 
making a profit of $250,000. 

If postage stamps were issued 
on the same plan what a howl there 
would be. However, coin collectors 
eagerly take up these special coins 
and they are usually the show 
pieces of collections.

NEW YORK—MONTREAL 
PLANE CRASHES 





The mail plane on the route New 
York—Montreal crashed December

injury. 

The plane carried 19 sacks of 
mail. The engine began missing 
when near West Point and after a 
few minutes seemed to recover and 
run smoothly again. A bit later, 
just as the plane had winged its 
way over the pass through the 
mountains east of Beacon the en- 
gine again started missing and the 
pilot headed for a clearing ahead 
but was unable to make it, the 
wing of the plane being torn off 
by a line of trees. The plane 
crashed but did not catch fire and 
the mail was sent on by train to 
Albany. 


PART PERF COIL 





One of the members of the Co- 
lumbus Philatelic Club was ex- 
hibiting a paste up variety in the 
current rotary coil stamps at the 
last meeting of the club. The va- 
riety was caused by the coil break- 
ing when being rolled and had 
been fastened together by a piece 
of gummed paper which was per- 
forated with a different guage 
than that used on the stamps. 

During the week following, Ed. 
Parker who has been a stamp col- 
lector of the dormant type for 
many years, again became enthus- 
ed after a visit to the club meet- 
ing and he spent a lot of time that 


he ought to have been giving 
his business in unrolling a coup 
of coils of 2c stamps and hunting 
for a similar variety. Ed did not 
find a paste up variety but a com- 
plete coil showed an_ interesting 
variety in that every sixteenth row 
of perforation was short two holes 
of running through the stamps. All 
other rows of perforation in the 
coil were short one hole of being 
completely through the stamps.

Mounting that would display the entire cover, both front and back with- 
out as much as a pin point being covered up or hidden from view. An 
album that provides at the same time, ample space for notes, lettering 
or clippings of interest, relating to the cover. Ample space for this 
purpose is provided both for the face of the cover and for the back of 
the cover which frequently tells a story as interesting as the front. 


The idea in the construction of this album is covered by an appli- 
cation for a patent. The idea is practical, it is the first and only album 
for this purpose that has been offered the collector of covers that will 
permit a complete and easy display of his collection. 


Realizing that many covers which are kept are of little value it 
has been our object to produce an album as low in price as possible. 
With this thought in mind, several different books have been made and 
discarded until today we believe we have produced a book that, consid- 
ering all angles is about the best that can be done. A more expensive 
album could be provided for those who wish to pay for it but our first 
object was to produce something that would meet both the approval and 
the purse of the vast army of collectors of covers. Something cheaper 
could be offered but it would lack the feature of being entirely satis- 
factory. If a dollar and a half or two dollars must be paid for a book 
of this sort, a bit more will permit of having a book that will meet the 
approval of any collector. 


The binder is a three ring binder of good quality, pages are of a 
fancy grade of light brown stiff paper. In a ring binder the pages will 
of course lay flat. Throughout the book the pages alternate in form. 
Between each two full complete pages is a skeleton page with two 
tongues. In placing covers in the album the left end of the cover is slit 
or clipped with shears, the cover is then slid over one of the tongues. 
In turning the pages of the album, you take hold of the full pages and 
turn them over which flops over the tongued page holding the cover. 
Thus you have either the front or the back of the cover in view. 
the opposite full page you place clippings or notes referring to the cover. 
With each album is provided a sufficient number of cloth washers for 
placing about the ring holes in the pages. By the use of these wash- 
ers = considerate handling of the album the pages will wear indefi- 
nitely. 


Pages are 84% inches wide by 11 inches high. A complete album 
will hold 80 covers, besides a vast amount of clippings, pictures and 
information which can all be arranged in a form that will make your 
collection an interesting display.

THEY’RE ON THE WAY 





“The new government air mail 
service between Ft. McMurray and 
Aklavik was inaugurated on Dec. 
10th, two planes loaded with half 
a ton of mail leaving Ft. McMur- 
ray in the morning for Ft. Chipe- 
wyan. The planes returned to Ft. 
McMurray the same evening. 

The following morning the real 
start was made. This time four 
planes left McMurray, carrying 
four tons of mail and a total of 
eleven persons. Three hours later 
three of the machines landed on the 
river at Ft. Fitzgerald, left the 
mail and soared away again for Ft. 
Smith, the fourth plane being al- 
ready on its way to this point. At 
the time of writing this, nothing 
further is known regarding the 
flight, but the planes will stop over 
night at either Ft. Smith or Ft. 
Resolution. 

It is expected six days will be re- 
quired to make the trip. Two of 
the planes will probably return 
from Ft. Simpson, the other two 
being sufficient to carry the mail 
north from that point. The hours 
of daylight north of the Artic Cir- 
cle are but few, and the distance 
covered per day will decrease as 
the planes near the journey’s end. 

Two sets of Thirteen distinct 
cachets were used on this trip, the 
two sets being identical except for 
the wording relating to point of de- 
parture and arrival.”

TANNOU TOUVA 





In 1926 the Republic of Tannou 
Touva, believed to be the smallest 
republic on earth, made its advent 
into the Philatelic world. | The 
country is included in the Soviet 
Union, and is located in the vicin- 
ity of the Uriankhai Mountains. 
Here is an ideal place for anyone 
seeking refuge from civilization. 
There are no radios, automobiles, 
or telephones, nature is alone in 
abundance. 

The people of Tannou Touva 
are called Uriankhai (forest-dwell- 
ers). In features, they resemble 
the Mongols (this can easily be 
seen by referring to the one and 
five Kopecs of the 1927 issue); 
however, they lack the ambition 
and energy of the Mongol, being 
contented to raise deer for a living. 
The animals being tame, require 
little care. ; 

Tannou Touva is a mountainous 
country in which game, of the 
hardy type, abounds. In most 
hunting fields, deer are considered 
wild game, but here they take the 
place of horses, being ridden ex- 
tensively. The Uriankhai men de- 
vote one month each year to hunt- 
ing. In this time they can “bag 
enough game to pay their annual 
due to Russia and keep them well 
supplied with furs for clothing. 
(Hunters are portrayed on the 10 
kopecs and 1 ruble of the 1927 
issue.) . 

The deer is to the Uriankhai as 
the date is to the Arab. Their 
chief occupation is raising deer, 
and their chief food is deer meat 
and milk (two and three Kopecs of 
the 1927 issue.) The women, by 
combing and rubbing with deer 
milk, are able to make the hides 
(deer) into garments. To top this 
expensive outfit, they wear Astra- 
khan hats! (50 Kopecs of the 1927 
issue.) 

The populace of Tannou Touva 
live in tepees and move twice a 
year. (4 Kopecs.) Like most 
primitive people they _are very 
superstitious, still worshipping na- 
ure as their fathers before them 
had done. Explorers have great 
difficulty in persuading the natives 
to guide them through the moun- 
tains because they believe that 
the spirits of the mountains will 


destroy them. When a Uriankhai 
dies, his body is placed in a field. 
If his body is devoured he was a 
good man, but if it is untouched, 
he was wicked. 

The 1927 issue of Tannou Touva 
are far more attractive than their 
predecessors. They are scenicly 
designed, depicting many scenes of 
native life as well as a map, indi- 
viduals and animals. A large por- 
tion of their popularity is due to 
the odd shapes and attractive 
coloring. They are triangular, 
rectangular and diamond in shape 
and are printed in two or three 
colors. The lower values are not 
expensive and should become a 
part of every junior’s collection. 


WORLD WAR MEMORIALS 





The Postal Department of va- 
rious countries have issued stamps 
relating to the World War. Auto- 
matically, they have established an 
indelible record of this event. As 
long as such stamps as the semi- 
postals of Austria (1915), Hung- 
ary (1920), Jugoslovia (1921), and 
Greece (1914), and the King AlI- 
bert set of Belgium, are in exist- 
ence, the philatelist will be con- 
stantly reminded of this event. 


ISLAND OF RHODES 





A new set of stamps has been 
issued for use on the island of 
Rhodes. In the times of ancient 
Greece, the island was a seat of 
learning. It then passed into the 
hands of the Mohammedans who 
held it until 1303, when the knights 
of St. John took possession of it. 
They in turn fell before the on- 
slaught of the Turks (1480). Final- 
ly, in 1911, Italy took over the con- 
trol of Rhodes.

ANOTHER OHIO CANAL 
VARIETY 


Eugene Manning, Jr., of Paint- 
ed Post, New York, writes under 
date of December 5th and states 
that he has found another speck 
variety on the Ohio Canalization 
stamps.
